> , ' Acting  upon  instructions  Circular  2067  (Wales)  issued 

by  tile  Welsh  Board  of  health  my  Report  for  the  3rear  1939  is  to 
be  considered  an  interim  one  only,  and  in  view  of  the  increasin 
pressure  of  work  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the  need 
for  strict  economy  in  paper,  it  has  been  considerably  modified. 


Several  acute  problems  have  arisen  during  the  latter 
part  ‘of  the  year  in  the  public  health  administration  of  the  area, 
In  particular,  I refer  to  the  advent  of  troops  and  evacuees. 
Great  care  has  to  bo  exercised  in  watching  for  any  possible 
source  of  infection  or  contagion,  and,  owing  to  the  influx  of 
population,  such  conditions  ...will-  have  a tendency  to  increase, 
and  consequently  a severe  strain  will  be  imposed  on  the  Public 
Utility  Services  of  the  area. 


It  became  evident  that  the  first  of  these  services 
requiring  immediate  attention  was  the  water  supply,  with  the 
result  that  additional  filtering  units  were  at  once  installed. 

If  the  necessity  arises,  further  units  will  have  to  bo  added, 
and  I urge  upon  my  Council  to  boar  in  mind  the  importance  of 
maintaining  the  Filtering  blant  so  that  it  will  bo  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  cope  with  any  emergency  which  may  arise.

Fortunately,  the  Council  have;  recently  added  additional  pumping 
plant  as  part  of  the  Main  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  North  Host  area 
which  is  now  almost  completed-.  Otherwise,  if  this  scheme  had  not 
boon  undertaken,  and  as  conditions  are  today,  the  position  would 
have  been  a most  serious  one.  I am  glad  to  say  that  for  the 
past  year  the  health  of  the  district  in  my- opinion  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  There  has. been  a marked  decline  in  th:  infectious 
diseases  notified*  ' Who  arrival  of  evacuated  childron  into  the 
district  introduced  some  fo'w  cases  of  impetigo  and  scabies.  The 
childron  wore  segiogated  on  arrival  and  received  immediate  attention. 

At  this  stage  T should  like  to  place  on  record  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  tho  very  effective  and  willing  help  rendered  by 
several  of  tho  local  organisations,  in  receiving  and  dealing  with 
the  evacuated  childron.  Also  not  forgetting  the  ready  response 
of  th j householders  in  providing  accommodation.
